Gordon Kay of Bloomingdale

He was living in Montezuma 
when he began working for the 
old CH&D Railroad on July 1, 
1912, at Hillsdale. He was then 


years out of high school as a 
graduate at Montezuma. 

Gordon’s first regular assign- 
ment came two vears later, in 
1914 when he went to Hunt, 
{ll., as agent-operator. 

Never one to turn down dif- 
ficult or undesirable assign- 
ments, Gordon made several 
changes in the next few years, 
including tours of duty at Dana 
and the old Melcher stations. 
Then along came World Warf 
and, as always happens in 
wartime, life’s routine was rude- 
ly interrupted. Gordon served 
two years in Uncle Sam’s armed 
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married Sylvia Pickel of Monte- 
zuma, in February 1918. 

The Kays moved to Blooming 
dale in 1947 following aten-year 
stint at Liberty, Ind. 

They have three children: 
John of Arcanum, O., cashier 
and Vice-President of the Ar- 
canum National Bank; Martin 
E., signal supervisor of the 
B&O Railroad at Newark, O.; 
Mary Cowan, a registered nurse 
of Hamilton, O. The Kays also 
are privileged to enjoy eight 
grandchildren. 

In Bloomingdale, Gordon has 
membership in the Masonic Lodge 
and the O.E.S. and is serving 
as Superintendent of the Metho- 
dist Church Sunday School. 

In an age when marital ties 
seem at best to be fragile, it’s 
refreshing to hear Gordon com- 
ment: “I've been married nearly 
44 years and have had a wonder- 
ful helper in my career and 
home.” 

Gordon has a lot of interest- 
ing stories to tell about his rail- 
road career, and we were par- 
ticularly interested in hearing 
him reminisce about the 1913 
Wabash River flood. He was 
then working at Hillsdale, and 
for a time it appeared as tho the 
railroad towei might go foating 
away on the flood waters. 

A miniature railroad sema- 
phore, made by his son Martin, 
was presented to Gordon on 
Thanksgiving. This and other 
interests should keep Gordon 
happy in the days to come, but 
we suspect that the nicest mem- 
mory of all which he will have 
can be summed up in his own 
words: 

‘In handling the movements
